CLAIMS 



What I claim is: 

Claim 1. A oolf accessory device to be counted on a golf 
club for retrieving golf tees, said golf club including an 
elongated shaft with a handle end, said device comprising: 

. base in the forrc of a grip surrounding said handle end, 
sai3 base having a top side surface, a bottom side surface, and 
a periphery, said top side surface having a plurality of spaced 
apa rt flexible, resilient fingers extending therefrom wrthrn 
S aid periphery, said fingers each attached to said base, sard 
grip is integrally melded into said base; 

S aid resilient fingers raised above said periphery of sard 
top side surface and spaced from each other a distance less than 
the diameter of a golf tee; 

said bottom side surface having a fastener for connectrng 

hereby the golf club can be used for its intended purpose 
and b y reversing the golf club shaft, said flexible, resilient 
£i ngers of said base are used to retrieve a golf ball tee. 



Claim 2. A golf club accessory device eccording to claim 
l herein said flexible, resilient fingers are shaped to retein 
the golf tee between the fingers. 
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claira 3. A grip for a g ol£ club having a shaft with a 
han dle end, said grip comprising an elongated tubular extension 
£or fitting around the handle end of the golf club, said tubular 
extension having an open end and a closed end, said closed end 
baving flexible fingers adapted to frictionally engage a golf 



tee. 
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
